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BHS Tigers win first-ever state title

Expect to see the Belleville Tiger football 
team members walking in this Saturday’s 
Winterfest parade alongside one of the 
largest high school marching bands in the 
state. 

While the band’s shiny instruments 
shimmer in the evening twilight, the 
Tigers and head coach Jermain Crowell 
will be carrying the Division 1 State 
Championship trophy that will outshine 
any tuba, saxophone, or trumpet. 


After four trips to the semi-finals, the 
Tigers set their GPS for Downtown Detroit 
and claimed the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association’s ultimate prize last 
Saturday afternoon, in convincing fashion, 
a 55-33 victory over Rochester Adams at 
Ford Field. 

The Tigers went up against the unbeaten 
Highlanders but came to play and unleashed 
its potent offense like they’ve done so 
often to nearly all of their opponents 
during the regular season. This time it was 
all business. 


Despite trailing 14-7 after the opening 
quarter, Belleville added 14 points in both 
the second and third quarters and pulled 
away with 20 more points in the fourth to 
seal the crown. The Tigers finished the year 
at 13-1. Belleville freshman quarterback 
Bryce Underwood threw five touchdown 
passes, three of them to Jeremiah Caldwell, 
to cap off a 12-for-21 passing performance, 
good for 284 yards on the day. Underwood 
also led the rushers with crafty option 
plays and quarterback keepers, gathering 
62 yards. 


Sumpter Township Administrator Michelle Cole resigns 


Michelle Cole has resigned from her full- 
time position as township administrator 
for Sumpter Township on Nov. 22 with a 
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week’s notice being presented to the board. 
The resignation took effect on Monday, 
Nov. 29. A week’s notice is what is stated 
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in Cole’s contract. 

In her resignation letter Cole said she 
would be happy to assist the board as a 
part-time contractor “until the board and 
myself agree otherwise.” 

Her resignation was not mentioned 
publicly at the Nov. 23 board meeting 
but on Nov. 29 a special virtual board 
meeting was called for Nov. 30 with Cole’s 
employment status on the agenda plus 


considering “subsequent actions to address 
the potential vacancy.” [We will report on 
that meeting in next week’s paper.] 

Cole was named township administrator 
on Aug. 1 at the same $94,000 wage she 
was being paid as finance director/deputy 
supervisor. She was hired as township 
finance director on Aug. 1, 2019 at a 
starting salary of $65,000.

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VBT Planners consider new version of Sumpter Road Corridor Plan

Close to two hours was spent by the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
on Nov. 10 considering by zoom a new 
version of the Sumpter Road Corridor 
Plan, the only item on the agenda. 

It was presented by McKenna Associates 
consultant Adam Cook and VBT Director 
of Planning and Economic Development 
Dan Power after working with a planning 


commission subcommittee and input 
by officials of the City of Belleville and 
Sumpter Township. 


Part of the previous plan called for small 
businesses along both sides of Sumpter 
Road south of Hull Road to Bemis Road. 
This was considered at an open-air public 
hearing at the township firehall at the corner 
of Hull and Sumpter roads in late July and 
there were lots of negative comments. 

At its Sept. 8 meeting, planners went 
over the public input and established 
a subcommittee made up of Medina 
Atchinson, Callie Barr, and Jeff Jahr to 
guide them. There also was input from 
Belleville City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson and Sumpter Township 
Administrator Michelle Cole. 

Director Power said the new plan 
refined some ideas for a future land-use 
amendment, adding mixed-use districts, 
different lots, and a menu of buildings that 
fit in with the neighboring area. 

Cook went over the proposals in great 
detail with Power flashing text and maps on 


District Library

A gala donor party for about 100 people 
to thank those who contributed extra funds 
to the Belleville Area District Library 
construction has been set for 6:30 p.m., 
Friday, March 11. 

At the Nov. 9 meeting of the library board, 
Alma Hughes-Grubbs said the marketing 
committee met Oct. 27 and came up with 
more details in their plans for the donor 
event and the grand opening which will 
follow on Saturday, April 9. 

The donor event will use the first floor of 
the library, with food in the large meeting 
room. There are about 50 donors involved 
and attendance will be by invitation only. 
The invitations are being designed by Art 
Committee chairwoman Michele Montour 
and they will be “something sparkly,” 
Hughes-Grubbs said. There will be RSVP 
cards with numbers. 

Board chairwoman Sharon Peters said the 
special event is a thank you. She reminded 
the board that the Van Buren Township 
Board of ‘Trustees made individual 
donations to total $1,000 and they should 


the shared screen to illustrate the changes. 

The new plan calls for large subdivisions 
with one-acre gross-density lots, paths, 
greenways, and parks on either side of the 
Sumpter/Hull intersection, with a market 
on the southeast corner and agricultural 
areas continuing south of that until another 
commercial area at Bemis. 

Cook said the Hamlet idea is his favorite 
and mirrors Chaney subdivision and could 
have a community septic system. 

A market on the corner has been a dream 
for residents in that area for many years 
since Kroger considered developing there 
and then changed its mind. Residents in 
that area said they don’t like having to 
drive north through the City of Belleville 
and over the bridge to get groceries. Many 
say they choose to drive south instead to 
stores in Monroe County. 

The Sumpter Road plan also includes 
different versions of mixed use and 
commercial at both sides of the corner of 
Bemis and Sumpter roads. 

The plan also includes changes north of 
Hull Road behind the current buildings 
along Sumpter, north to the City of 
Belleville. A proposal on the west side of 
Sumpter that extends Roulo Avenue and/ 
or Bak Road north to the railroad tracks 
would allow light development on that 
open property. 

Cook showed a vision statement for 
the changes that the future use should be 
generally what it is now preserving the 
rural feel and open space. 


He outlined in detail nine different 
building types that could be used in the 
back area of the lots if Roulo and Bak 
were extended. They included retail, liner 
and mixed-use buildings, artisan studios, 
barn buildings, kiln houses, maker-space 
buildings, and accessory dwelling units. 

Two new kinds of lots described were 
anchor lots and shallow-frontage lots. 

Power said this is the plan the commission 
would like to see developed if the property 
owners want to do so. He said the township 
can’t keep them from developing under 
the current zoning, but it is a hope for the 
development. 

He suggested slip streets behind shallow- 
frontage lots along the east side of Sumpter 
between Hull and the city. 

Power said the township will develop an 
overlay district and that will be presented 
to the commission when they bring the 
completed proposal to them. 

Belleville City Manager/Police Chief 
Robinson raised his virtual hand to speak 
via zoom. 

He said mixing residential, agriculture 
and commercial in this zoning could be 
encouraging doing certain things with 
marijuana. He said with solid business 
storefronts going in there people could 
build a residence there with four to five 
artisan buildings and medical marijuana 
caregivers could raise 12 plants for every 
patient times five patients. 

Robinson said every single residence can 
have that and to have that in the middle of 


the district is a problem. Those artisan-size 
buildings could be used. He recommended 
the township get legal advice. He said he 
brought that up in the meeting, but wanted 
to say it again, “to nip it in the bud, no pun 
intended.” 

Power said Van Buren Township has a 
solid ordinance and individuals are limited 
to growing in residential zoning districts 
only. He said they will make sure to address 
the loopholes. 

He said that Robinson also had brought 
up the separation of barns at the back 
streets, to make sure splitting the property 
doesn’t make barns stand alone. 

Power said they intend to bring the full 
draft of the zoning plan and overlay district 
to the commission at an upcoming meeting. 

Commissioner Atchinson asked if they 
will have community engagement again. 
She said it is very evident that there was a 
lot of misunderstanding and a lot of people 
at the open house had bad information. 

“Maybe they won’t like the Hamlet style,” 
she said. “Bad information will die and the 
truth of what we’re doing will come to the 
surface.” 

Power said they will do a press release 
or put it on the township website now 
that they have a more solid land-use 
recommendation. He said state law calls 
for another public hearing. 

“It’s a good time to get rid of the 
negativity on what we’re doing,” said 
Commissioner Bryon Kelley who was 
chairing the meeting.

be invited. 

Hughes-Grubbs said they are seeking 
a temporary liquor license from the state 
for the party. She said they are still trying 
to decide on entertainment and will have 
swag bags or some mementos. 

Later in the meeting, treasurer Tanya 
Stoudemire said she would like to see a 
professional photographer and a red carpet 
to add to the fun. 

The grand opening is set from 1 to 3 
p-m. on Saturday, April 9, during National 
Library Week. The event is open to the 
public and they anticipate at least 500 
people. 

Montour will design the invitations and 
flyers for this event. 

There will be live entertainment and 
they are planning a variety of performers, 
including the Belleville High School Jazz 
Band. Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said 
they will research the middle schools. 

Suchy said they have many photos and 
videos of the library construction that they 
plan to show and they will choose a caterer 
and perhaps have a treasure hunt. 


The board discussed inviting the head 
of the Library of Congress but noted that 
she might be busy during National Library 
Week. 

“It'd be great to get her for the opening, 
or to get her anytime,” Peters said. They 
made plans to write to her. 

The next meeting of the marketing 
committee was set tentatively for 3 p.m., 
Dec. 1. 

In other business at the Nov. 9 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Montour, the chairwoman of 
the library Art Committee, say that board 
members John Juriga had bought and 
loaned a painting to the old library and he 
wants to loan it to the new library. It is a 
painting of the old water tower in Belleville 
by Neil Griffin. She said it is recommended 
to go on the wall just outside the board 
meeting room near the painting of Fred C. 
Fischer and next to the History Room. The 
board approved the recommendation; 

e Heard Montour say the Art Committee 
considered placement of a Belleville Bass 
sculpture offered by the Belleville Area 


Council for the Arts. She said the bases 
for the Bass were taking a while. The 
committee thought the children’s garden 
would be a great place, but, she said, a 
Bass sculpture was placed in front of the 
library on Nov. 6. “It’s not a bad thing,” she 
said of the placement, noting eventually 
it will get moved to the garden.” Suchy 
suggested moving it around, “like the elf 
on the shelf.” Peters noted it is 700 pounds. 
Montour said she will contact Ken Voigt at 
BACA; 

e Learned the library is hoping to display 
the winners of the Art Show to be held Nov. 
12-14 at the BYC. There are 15 pieces and 
they are to be displayed, if they haven’t 
been sold and taken away; 

e Heard Building Committee chairwoman 
Joy Cichewicz report the HVAC work 
on the enhanced air filtration system, 
including bipolar ionization, is expected to 
be done by Thanksgiving. She said there 
may be sediment in the water lines because 
sediment was seen in the dishwasher filter. 
The extra track lighting will be put up in

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Letter to Sen. Stabenow 
on Social Security 


The following was sent to U.S. Senator 
Debbie Stabenow on Nov. 21: 


Honorable Senator Stabenow, 

After reviewing the adjusted yearly Social 
Security Allotment for 2022, including a 
5.9% cost of living increase (?), I would 
like to inquire as to the manner in which 
this allotment figure was determined; what 
federal board or government committee is 
responsible for managing the formula for 
these expenditures? 

Regarding the 5.9% allotment increase, 
normally that would be considered 
a welcomed relief for many seniors, 
however, it fails to meet the needs of 
those recipients on fixed incomes because 
the Social Security Administration once 
again hiked the *Medicare Part B monthly 
premium by 14.5% ($21.60 a month) or 
an average of 23% of the “cost of living” 
increase. So, in summary, the year 2022 
actual COLA increase will be just 4.5% 
and not 5.9% as calculated. This increase 
doesn’t keep up with the true cost of living 
and in fact contributes to further inflation. 

Elderly recipients are faced with trying 
to survive on Social Security Benefits even 
as the Medicare Part B and Supplemental 
Insurance premiums continually increase 
along with required co-pays for medical 
drug coverage, doctor office visits, hospital 
procedures and unexpected medical 
expenses that may eventually exhaust 
many retirees’ income and lifelong savings. 

When will Congress stop wasting trillions 
of dollars on senseless military conflicts, 
kick-backs from fraudulent and corrupt 
military equipment providers, and other 
wasteful pork barrel contracts? It’s time 
to address the needs of the elderly among 
us! The independent voters will determine 
whether or not democracy survives — not 
the Democrat or Republican parties. 

Congress is aware of the “numbers 
game” being manipulated yearly for Social 
Security participants. I must point out this is 
an insurance fund that we paid for through 
payroll deductions during our employment 
years, only to be “taxed” once again 
whenever these premiums are increased in 
retirement. The world’s premier socialists 
are Washington politicians, their staffs, 
and government employees. Please fix this 
before another dime is spent on salaries 
for traitors in your midst.
